In 1677 the 
collection was sold to settle the debts of the family, and was bought 
by Charron de Ménas, who resold it in 1706 to the Bishop of 
Strasburg. This latter bequeathed it to his nephew, the Prince de 
Soubise, and at the sale of the Prince’s immense library in 1788, 
the whole collection was scattered.

It is very rarely indeed that Scottish books of this class ever occur 
for sale in anything approaching good condition. They were cheaply 
printed for popular use, and popular they undoubtedly were. Only 
four other perfect copies of this edition are recorded. Lowndes 
calls this the first edition, but the first edition was printed about 
1571, at Edinburgh, by K. Lekprevik. Only one, imperfect, copy 
is known, which belonged to David Laing. It was afterwards in 
the Rowfant library, which was sold to America, then passed into 
the Antwerp collection, and was sold at the dispersal of that 
library in 1907. Of the second edition, printed at Edinburgh by 
Hart in 1616, two copies are known; one, perfect but misbound, 
in the Bodleian; the other, which had belonged to James Maid- 
ment, was in the Mackellar library.

x” This exquisite little manuscript, executed in Roman and Italic 


letter, is worked in three colours, black, red and blue. The main 
headings and larger initials are done in gold, and each page is 
surrounded with a gilt border frame. At the end of the Litanies 
of St. Joseph is the inscription, minutely written: “ N. Jarry, 
Paris, scribebat 1655.” But the greatest point of interest attached 
to the manuscript is that of its original ownership. It is clear 
from the monogram, which is drawn on the first leaf of the book, 
that it was prepared for the famous Julie, daughter of the Mar- 
quise de Rambouillet, most distinguished of the “ Précieuses,” and 
wife of the Duc de Montausier, the original of Moliére’s ““ Alceste.” 
It was for her that Nicholas Jarry, in 1641, prepared his most 
celebrated work : “‘ La Guirlande de Julie,” a collection of madrigals 
by the court poets with illuminations by the artist Robert. The 
manuscript is now in the possession of the Duc d’Uzes, a descen- 
dant of the original “Julie.” Jarry also prepared a book of 
prayers for Julies mother, the Marquise de Rambouillet. He 
was born about 1620, and was appointed writer and music noter 
to Louis XIV. Brunet, in his Manuel and Supplement, quoting, 
as he says, some of Jarry’s principal works, enumerates some 
forty manuscripts, and there are certainly others not mentioned by 
him, including the present little book. The original binding, as is 
so often the case on devotional books of the period, is of black 
shagreen, with two elaborately worked silver clasps.

third and omits the fourth. The nine diagrams of the second are 
wrongly drawn and sometimes mis- -placed, while in the third part, 
though mentioning ten, he only gives nine.

This single leaf is a form of Indulgence granted to such as should 
become members of the confraternity of the Hospital of the Holy 
Spirit at Rome. It was issued by Philip Mulart, the Papal Com- 
missary in England and Ireland, and granted to all benefactors 
certain specified privileges. ‘They might choose their own con- 
fessors who once in their lifetime could give them absolution for 
any offences other than those reserved to the Apostolic See. They 
were not to be denied ecclesiastical burial as one of the confrater- 
nity. Certain vows, as those of special pilgrimages might be com- 
muted for other works of piety. On their death-beds the priest 
could grant them plenary remission of all sins, if they were con- 
fessed and contrite, and ordinary remission as often as required. 
The service of Commendation of the Departed would be performed 
for them as if they had been professed members. At the end are’ 
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the liturgical forms of absolution, both in ordinary and special 
cases, and “in articulo mortis.” Of these letters printed by 
Richard Faques, there are issues dated 1519 and 1520. The 
. British Museum possesses one dated 1519, and the Bodleian has 
two of the same year which differ from each other. The Bodleian 
possesses also a 1520 issue which was presented to the library a 
few years ago at the tercentenary celebrations, by the authorities of 
the Royal Library of Copenhagen. Another edition of these letters 
was printed by Richard Pynson, of which there is a copy in the 
British Museum. Richard Faques was at work from 1509 to 1530, 
issuing about twenty-four different books. For some reason almost 
everything he printed is of the greatest rarity, quite one half of his 
productions being known only from single copies or fragments.
